ROOSEVELT AND A ROOSTER 


Bow tbe President Cans"* *»« G«»e- 


eoeJk IU "Old Bill" Se-rr»ir». 


Up in Island Falls. Aroostook conn- 


ty. lived a rugged farmer and back- 
•woodsman familiarlv known as "Old 
Bill" Sewail, and to his honse one day 
In antnmn abont twenty-five years ago 
came a. rather delicate youth, armed 
with a gun and fishing rod and looking 
for a place to board for a. few months 
while he "roughed if' for the benefit 
of his health. The yonth was Theodore 
Jfcoosevelt of 2»evr Tort, and he was 
made welcome, says a dispatch from 
Bangor, Me, to the New York Tribune. 
for many •weeks, accompanied by Bill 
Bewail and •Wilbur Dow, a young man 
living in the neighborhood, the new- 
comer went hunting and fishing, and 
gradually color came into his face and 
strength to his muscles. 
If he was 


•light and rather sickly, he had plenty 


—of grit, and he soon iron the friendship 


and admiration of all the woodsmen 
in the Island Falls section. They said 
that, although at flrst sight the young 
tourist "didn't look as if he'd pull 
through," he was game to the back- 
bone, and if sticking to it was any 
help they thought he might turn out all 
right after all. 


Many stories' are told by those who 


(^member Roosevelt's visit of his cour- 
age and persistency. One day whan. 
witb Sewail and the rest, he went on 
a long tramp through the woods after 
deer he was much exhausted on the 
way home, and some one offered to car- 
ry hia rifle for him. Roosevelt almost 
indignantly declined the proffered as- 
sistance, and. although almost ready 
to drop in his tracks from weariness, 
be dung to L:s rifle and struggled 
through to the end of the journey. On 
another occasion he had a long chase 
after a game rooster that had escaped 
from Its coop and pursued the bird 
through the village streets, over fences 
and through yards until finally it flew 


- into an open window in the second 


atory of a house. Nothing daunted, 
Roosevelt got a ladder and climbed 
Into the bowse, presently emerging 
with the fowl squalling aad struggling 
in his arms. He bad actually crawled 
tmder an old woman's bed to get that 
rooster. 


When Roosevelt went west to be- 


come a ranchman, he took Bill Sewail 
and Wilbur Dow along with him and 
kept them hi his employ for some 
years. 
Dow died hi the west, but 


Sewail came back to Maine and is still 
living at Island Falls, where he de- 
lights to tell of the days he spent with 
Theodore Roosevelt. He says that a1 
the time of the chase and capture oi 
the gamecock an aged settler of Island 
Falls, admiring the persistency and de- 
termination of young Roosevelt, said, 
"That young feiierll be president 
some day if he livea."

his indomitable spirit, but certain it Is 
that the maternal branch was rich in 
that quality that marked the Bulloehs 
of Georgia for their resolution, perti- 
nacity and strength of vrilL No better 
exponent of those trt»i« *ould be found 
than Marthi Bulloch Roosevelt, the 
mother of the presiJent- 


Not long after the civil war Mrs. 


Roosevelt was on a visit to Savannah. 
Ga-. where she bad many friends, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
She 


was a Georgia woman of distinguished 
ancestry, the Bnlloch family being one 
of the best in the^state and its repre- 
sentatives having served with distinc- 
tion In the highest positions It was 
but natural, therefore, that she should 
have been well received upon her visit 
to Savannah and that there should 
have been rare pleasure to her, an un- 
reconstructed Confederate, in her In- 
tercourse with her own people, those 
who had fought and bled upon the field 
of battle or fought the greater fight of 
waiting and watching. 


Reunion with her southern friends 


after the years of the war that she had 
=peat at her home in New York was a 
pleasure to Mrs. Roosevelt, and it was 
with the keenest relish that she re- 
counted stories of the times and of the 
trials that she suffered in the city of 
her adoption through her unswerving 
lovalry to the cause of the south, a 
ca'use'in which one brother. Irvine I. 
Bulloch. fought as an officer aboard 
the cruiser Alabama and which anoth- 
er brother represented at England's 
capital city. One of these stones clear- 
Iv revealed the character of the woman 
a'nd leaves little didK-ulty in determin- 
ais whence the presidtrut gets some of 
those qualities tbut have tended to his 
preferment 
It was at a dinner given fn Mrs. 


Roosevelt's honor by Mrs. Henrietta S. 
Cohen that she told the story. Of late 
years, because of Theodore Itoosevelt s 
rapid advancement, it has been recalled 
by his mothers old friends, who feel 
pride in having known the mother of 
the president and gladly ascribe to her 
some of the traits that are seen in the 
son.It was Just when the spirit of peace, 
uncertain as to whether it should 
aiieht. was hovering over the land. 
Theodore Roosevelt the elder decided 
at about that time to give some great 
social function. The Roosevelt mansion 
was accordingly bravely decked in 
bunting and with American flags. From 
every window save one Sew the stars 
and stripes. That one was of Mrs. 
Roosevelf s boudoir. Her husband had 
not desired to omit it from the decora- 
tive scheme, but she would have none 
of it. Instead she hit upon a plan that 
would clearly reveal her sentiments. 


Stopping not to consider the peril in 


which it might place her and her hus- 
band, but determined to show that all 
in the house were not of the cause of 
the north, she drew from among her 
most cherished treasures the stars and 
bars, the embl«n of the south. Going 
to the window, she firmly fixed its staff 
and allowed its folds to flutter from th» 
breeze.

sign was noted. A passerby in the 
street below descried it. In hot indigna 
tion be pointed it out to another. Aa 
mobs will, so one began to grow, and 
sooa the street was caofced with angry

a speech, dwelling with finesse upon bis 
wife's love for her own land and mold- 
ing the mob to his will and to an indul- 
gence of Mrs. Roosevelt In her desire 
to fiy the flag of her beloved south.

All of ita proYlatoss nad 
previously been arg*.:au, except tnose 
contained in section 4. which forbad* 
the marriace of persons divorced for 
uy cause not *r*««''"t befor* mar- 
riage. "For any caua* not OTiailnc 
before marriace" la understood to ra- 
ter to such causes as insanity, inabil- 
ity to execute a contract. th« exist- 
ence of a Urine wife or husband or 
like reasons, which practically render 
the marriage null and void. This sec- 
tion has been a bone of contention, a 
strong element In the church holding 
thai the remarriage of the Innocent 
party to a divorce granted on the 
ground of infidelity should be forbid- 
den. The bishops hare refused to ac- 
cept this view of the matter, la* ques- 
tion Is by no means settled, as the 
whole subject la now to come up in 
the bouse of deputies, where it is ex- 
pected to cause a protracted debate. 
The bishops have yet to consider can- 
on 37, providing for the discipline of 
persons marrying after having been 
divorced. This will also cause lively 
discussion. 


Another important feature of the 


work of the house of bishops was the 
appointment of a committee of five to 
act with similar committees of priests 
and laymen, constituting a joint com- 
mittee of 15, in considering the pro- 
posed change in the name of the 
church. The committee has no power 
to act. but is to report its findings at 
the next general convention, to be 
held in Boston in 1904. 


The house of deputies adopted the 


report of the Joint committee on mar- 
riage. after agreeing to an amendment 
eliminating those readings whicn are 
original with the committee. The re- 
port as amended will now go back to 
the house of bishops for action on 
the amendment. The house of depu- 
ties will now take up the canon on 
marriage and divorce. 


Both houses unanimously selected 


Boston as the place for holumg the 
next triennial convention. A general 
reception to the delegates was given 
at the Mark Hopkins institute of art. 
It was largely attended and was one 
of the most brilliant social functions 
ever held In this city. 


Inventor of ThorrtB. 


Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 10. — H. P. Tut- 


tle, well known as -the inventor of 
the explosive, thorite, dropped dead 
at his home hi this city. He was born 
In Iowa in 1844, came to Tacoma in 
1889, and practiced medicine up to 
about three years ago, when he aban- 
doned his profession to further study 
the subject of explosives, In which he 
had become interested. Thorite, the 
explosive which Dr. Tuttle discovered. 
was the result of experiments which 
he undertook In Tacoma shortly after 
the discovery of gold in the Klondike, 
when miners were in need of some ex- 
plosive that could be used in the 
frozen ground of that region. It 
proved to be a wonderful invention, 
and at race attracted the attention of 
army circles at Washington.
